Tho  Potsdam  Agrooraenb  by  Marshall  Stolln,  Mr, 
Churchill,  Mr,  Clement  Attlee  and  President  Truman 
previdod  that  the  Montroux  Convention  Governing  the 
Dardanelles  should  bo  revised  as  "failing  to  moot 
present  day  conditions,”  It  said  tho  next  steps  should 
bo  subject  to  direct  conversation  betwoon  each  of  the 
three  governments  and  Turkey, 

Those  "next  stops”  to  date  have  brought  o  Soviet 
demand  on  Turkey  that  Russia  bo  given  a  direct  share 
in  tho  defense  of  the  Dardanelles,  Great  Britain  and 
tho  U,  S,  are  opposed  to  cuch  un  arrongemont,
